Hice was convicted or fïrst 
degree murder in the 1970 
suiiease bomb slaying of Omaha 
pol leeman Larry Minard. Kice has 
consïstently maintöined that he is 
innocent and was framed. The 
brief to the Supreme Court notes 
that Duane Peuk, the 16-year-old 
who admitted the crime "was 
frightened of the death penalty 
and that the fear was manipu- 
lated in order to secure his 
teaitimony against Rice." 

The brief point.s out that Puak 
gave Se verg] comradktory ac¬ 
counts and that other evidence 
was questionable. El repeats 
Kïce f s assertion that "his own 
prosecution was politically mo- 
tivaied and designed to remove 
him from the community because 
of hostility to his politica] views/ 1 

Federaï court decisions. first by 
ES. District Court Judge Warren 
Urhnm and Lhen by a three-judge 
panel of the 8th Circuit Court of 
Appeals, have overturned Rice s 


eonviction and held that the 
search of his home was illegal. 
Applying the ‘'exclusiemary 
rule, the judges said the ev¬

The number of htyoffs in the auto industry here (Detroït’s major 
employer) lias supposcdly dropped from 275,000 to 82,000. But not 
included in this figuro are about i00,0üü werkers who have been 
drupped from the rolis for recall or have not answered call letters. Of 
Lhe 82,000 slill on the rolis, mony have boen laid off since the fall of 
1972 because of the oil inciustry-inspiród "energy crisis. ” 

Jn the peak years of the late sixties, the Detroit auto induslry 
employed up to 800,000 werkers, many of whom were Black wurkers 
who had migrated from the South. Most of the Black wnrkers who lost 
Lheirjobs werelow on «eniority lists, which meant they have very litlie 
chance of recall, 

The Black werking community is gelling very frustrated at ils failure 
lu find meaningful employment or any at utl. fn the words of one 
Liiieinpluvüd Black worker, There'i; nothing happening hese, 
They told me they would call me back in u minule. That was two

military. Shirer has written, 
actualty wantod Hitlcr to win. 

Even sober BriLdii had a fascist 
party, ready to welcome Hitler if 
he had successfully invaded.
